’Bedlam' Is 
Long Before "Civilization 


Where did the toys th at 
children love so much such 
as dolls, kites, blocks, etc. 
. . . come from ? 
Records and archeologi­ 
cal excavations show that 
children have been playing

Dolls have m any person­ 
alities . . . not all soft, cud­ 
dly and lovable. 
Dolls come in images of 
m any modern - day gods 
and goddesses, 
including 
the doll th a t mimics the 
famous 
skinny 
English 
fashion model. 
There are swaggering 
teen boy-dolls to match 
swinger girl dolls . . . grim- 
faced 
GI dolls complete 
with all the familiar, all- 
too-familiar, weapons of 
war. 


But the modern-day doll 
is primarily a playboy, to 
simulate the grand world 
of grown-ups, to let little 
girls, or little boys, escape 
the everyday world and its 
pressures. 
N o t so. 
with 
dolls of olden times. They 
may have been doted on, 
and cradled, but they w e n 1 
given special respect not 
always given modern dolls. 
Precious puppet of child­ 
hood days, the doll is om 
of the oldest of hum an in­ 
stitutions. In ancient re­ 
mains of earlier societies 
dolls of clay. wood. bone 
and ivory, were found in 
children’ - graves. 


with dolls, and m any other 
toys we still see today, 
since many thousands of 
years ag". 
The E gyptians were p e r­ 
haps the first to have dolls. 
These were not idols, they 
were strictly items to en­ 
tertain the children. 
Kites originated in the 
Orient. At one time kite 
flying was a national sport 
in China. 
Blocks, which were once 
called building bricks first 
appeared minus any decor­ 
ation. 
Most 
were 
some­ 
what larger than the aver­ 
age ones today. 
Generally 
as 
soon 
as 
something 
new 
appears 
for adults, it is duplicated 
in miniature for children. 
It was not too many years 
af te r the first appearance 
of the locomotive th a t a 
child’s replica was design­ 
ed. The earliest steam en­ 
gine, 
however, 
far 
pre­ 
ceded this .., records show 
a reference to it as fa r 
back as 150 years before 
the birth of Christ. 
The sling shot, used by 
men as a weapon, and re­ 
ferred to in the Bible as 
David's weapon, has been 
a toy for centuries, too. 
Children’s tastes have 
changed 
little since a n ­ 
cient times. A look at the 
toy collection in the B rit­ 
ish Museum would prove 
that. In fact, it would not 
be advisable to take the 
c h i l d r e n t h e r e b e f o r e 
C hristm as — th e y ’d find 
too many toys to ask for!

With the passing cen­ 
turies the hospital became 
an asylum for the insane 
(using term s applicable to

as “ Bethlem.” 
By the time of S h a k e ­ 
speare the place was a h o r­ 
ror. a symbol of abject 
squalor and inhum anity to 
the un fo rtu n a te who were 
consigned to its regions. 


It was to tak* centuries 
more for men to regard 
mental illness as indeed an 
illness, 
not 
a 
condition 
which was t bt* work of the 
Devil. 
In the 16th century B e d ­ 
lam was not a hospital a d ­ 
ministering healing to the 
suffering, it was a hell-hole 
where th e inmates became 
lost, where their condition 
infinitely worsened by th e 
cruelest neglect and abuse. 
St 
Mary 
m u d 
have 
wept! 
As we of the 20th cen­ 
tury move into this holy 
Season, let us keep in mind 
how. m any, many years 
ago Bethlehem was cor­ 
rupted into Bedlam, how 
the 
unearthly 
peace 
of 
th a t little town in Judea 
was mocked with agoniz­ 
ing conditions of man. 
Let 
us 
rem em ber the 
true Bethlehem, its real 
meaning, where long ago 
a >tar shone, a Child was 
born and angels sang of 
peace on oarth and good 
will toward all men.
